Currency Terms. 

The origin ol the w ord sterling has been 
explained as follows in n correspondence of 
the N. Y. TraWbtript ■ 

11 Your correspondent refers to the pound 
sterling or casterliny, which word, I believe, 
is commonly spelled estirling. Some of your 
readers may not be aware of the origin of tlio 
word sterling] about which antirpiurians have 
doubted. The word (sterlings may be found 
iu Spelman's glossary The word was first 
applied to English, pennies, in the reign of 
Edward L about the year J-'y7. Henry, in 
his lile of (J. H., vol. vi, page 297, London, 
1SI4, says—' In the course ol this period, the 
silver penny is sometimes called un esterling 
Or sterling; and good money in general is 
sometimes called esterling or sterling money.' 
It is unnecessary to mention the various con- 
jectures of nritiquariitQCl about the origin and 
meaning of this appellation. The most pro- 
bable meaning seems to be this : That some 
artists Irotn Germany, who were called ester- 
lings from the situation ol their country, had 
been employed in fabricating our money, 
w hich consisted chiefly of silver pennies, and 
that from them the penny was called an 
esterling, and our ill one)' esterling or sterling 
money. 

I used to be puzzled to know why a certain 
coin was called a milled dollar. Antoiue 
Bruclier, a Frenchman, invented the mill lor 
iimking money, and money was first struck 
with it in loo,;. It was brought into Eng- 
land by Philip Mestzel, and Elizabeth had 
milled money struck in England in Ki52. Il 
was used in Franco till 1485, and in England 
till 1572, bul gave place to the cheaper ex- 
pedient of the 'hummer.' which in Hi 17 gave 
place to the engine of Belanclcr, which was 
merged in the great improvements nf Lioulton 
and Watt, at Soho, in 17c-K. In 18 1 J the art 
was brought to very great perfection at the 
mint in London. One of the most interest- 
ing objects, at the present day, in Philadel- 
phia, is the whole process ot coinage, hoin 
mat to last, from the crude California snuff, 
as it entets ihe melting pot, till it verifies the 
proverb and lakelh the wings of an eagle and 
flieth away. 

" The dollar mark (S) is derived Irom the 
use of the old Spanish pillar dollar, which 
was of very general circulation and known 
value; two pillars enclosed within nn S be- 
came the cipher for a Spanish dollar.''

Working our Copper Mines. 



Though our claims as a goM-producing 
country have been the cliiel means of drawing 
attention to these Colonics, and attracting 
hither a larye portion of our present popula- 
tion, yet wo must accustom ourselves not to 
rely solely upon our advantages in that re- 
spect. Not that there is the slightest proba- 
bility of there boing any decrease in the 
yield of our gold fields for many years to 
come — for wo may confident'y expect the 
very contrary— but, as we all know, it is 
necessary to provide the means of inducing 
the surplus of thoso who come hero to settle 
down to some less exciting mode of gaiuing 
n livelihood than gold seeking. A gold-min- 
ing population is always fluctuating, while 
wo want a permanent one. ilow, then, can 
wu secure this object ? California has effected 
il in a great measure through her splendid 
agricultural capabilities and their adjuncts. 
It may bo doubted whether we shall ever be 
pre-eminenilv distinguished in ihat respect ; 
it will be suflieient if wo aro always able to 
supply the homo wants of hi) extensive min- 
ing and manufacturing population. Wc 
must, therefore, while uot neglecting agricul- 
ture, look to the development of as munj 
other of our resources as possible. That 
they are numerous, we aro all aware. Th.it 
they are capable of employing. always a large 
portion of our population, und would serve 
as a good basis fur extending our foreign 
comrrrrcc, is equally evident. We have 
in these columns frequently alluded to many 
or them— not more, however, than the subject 
deserves — but we c. 



public attention to the necessity there exists for 
immediately doing fomcthing towards the 
development ol our ceppor-minins interests. 
Whether wo consider the matter in view of 
its affording employment for a large number 
of men, attracting hither capital, 1 or promising 
an important article of export, the great ad- 
van luge we would deiive from the active 
prosecution of this branch of industry must 
bo apparent upon the slightest examination. 
Our neighbors ir. California aro evidently of 
this opinion, and determined to avail them- 
selves to the utmost of the benefits to be 
derived from the trade. This year the item 
of copper has constituted a large proportion 
of the value of these exports to the east ; al- 
though they have as yet shipped from but 
few of their mines. 

As lo the profitable nature of the trade, we 
can only approximate to a knowledge of it, 
but to use the words of a writer in the Jhtl- 
hiin, !' we are led to infer Irom the peculiar 
reticence of the leading shipper uud the con- 
stant swelling of the exports, that the trade 
lias advantages, the knowledge of which for 
obvious reasons, is withheld." From the 
same paper wo learn that the shipment of 
copper ore from the State, according to the 
Custom House returns, for the past year, 
amounted to nlout 3,GG0 tons, whioh at $100 
per ton, would be worth $366,000. The balk 
of this ore was from the Calaveras county 
mines, whence it cost sonic SC per ton freight 
to lay it down at San Francisco. The other 
expenses are : — ore mined, and at pits mouth, 
$!> .SO per ton; sacks, commissions, assays, 
and sundry expenses of shipments, Ac , $8 ; 
adding freight gives when shipped to Boston, 
a total cost of $26 50 per ton ; or if sent to 
Swansea, S28 60; The value of the ores in 
Boston is said to be SG per ton for every one 
per cent, of metal they contain ; twenty per 
cent, ore would thus be worth 5120 par ton, 
which, as can easily be 6cen, would leavu a 
large margin for profits. 

To give an idea of the nmonnt of wealth 
contained in one of these copper mines, it is 
estimated that the value of the ore in the wesl 
half of tho Union Company's claim at Cop- 
peropolis, from the surface to tho bottom of 
the shafts, as far as carried in last November, 
amounted to 8500,000. These few facts 
bIiow the importance of this branch of indus- 
try in California and should be sufficient 
to stimulate us to make every exertion to 
reap similar advantages by working this 
mineral in these Colonies. There is no lack 
of ground to commence upon, were the cap- 
ital forthcoming. 0;os have for some time 
been discovered, which if worked, would pay 
very handsome profits, us they could from 
their position be shipped with scaicely any 
trouble. The whole country, moreover, is 
full of indications of thj abundance of this 
valuable metal. Now when we consider that 
apart from the profits thnt might be derived 
from having the mines worked in our midst, 
there would be a never failing article of ex- 
port upon which European vessels couhl al- 
ways depend for their return cargo, we at 
once perceive that nothing could conduce 
more to attract shipping to our port than the 
extensive prosecution of this branch of mining 
interest. Hut we cannot do it with out 
piesent capital. That iu little enough for nut- 
present wants. We must therefore obtain 
the necessary funds for this purpose from 
abroad. Xo better field than this exists for 
tho investment of English capital. Jt has 
been tried in Chile, in Australia, aud else- 
where, and has always been found to pay 
well. Attention therefore, requires only to 
he directed to our demands in this respect, 
to cause English capitalists to make invest- 
ments in one ol their own colonies. Ilete 
the field is illimitable, not nnr/ for mining 
hut lor smelting and manufacturing, as we 
have wood, coal, lire, brick, so necessary for 
these purposes, in abundance. Who, then, 
will initiate this 'most necessary movement ?

Tlie Garotte Robbery. 
William Hilliard ami a man unmed 
Smith, were brought up on reniaml belore 
the Police Magistrate yesterday morning, 
charged with having committed a highway 
robbery upon the person of Mr. Henry (jib- 
son. Mr. Demies appeared on behalf of 
Smith. 

The information of the complainant was 
read and sworn to. It set forth tttat as ihe 
complainant was proceeding on his way 
home last Sunday night, between the hours 
of 10 and 12 p. 111., through Market Alley, 
three men came out of Liverpool Jack's house 
and accosted him. They accompanied hi'm 
through Ma ike t Alley, and about fifty yards 
along Cormorant street. One of the men 
then came bohind him and seized him by 
Ihe throat; another caught his throat from 
the Iront, and they then dragged him down 
and got on top of him. They next robbed 
him of his watch worth £1) and gold chain 
worth £lti, about £7 in coin, and some other 
articles of no particular value. 

The first witness examined was the com- 
plainant. il« said: I identify one ol the 
prisoners as Milliard. It wus he who look 
the money out ol my pocket. I have known 
him lor some time, and could not be mistaken. 
After the men left me, they ran away about 
fifteen yards. Seeing; me gel up, They ic 
turned and pursued me lo the coiner of GjV- 
eminent street, where ihey turned buck. 
Shortly after 1 met a Iriend, and told him 
of what had happened. As wc passed down 
Yates street together, I saw Milliard and one 
ol the others coming along, and I said to my 
companion.'' Mere are two of them.'' I im- 
mediately caught Milliard by Ihe collar, when 
the other man ran away. Milliard struggled 
to escape, but 1 succeeded in holding him till 
Special Constable McGee came Up and tank 
him into custody. Tho watch produced in 
Court is my properly. I produce the half of 
the gold chain which remained round mv 
neck when the watch was snatched from my 
person; the other half I see attached to tho 
watch. 

By the Prisoner — I saw you come out ol 
Liverpool Jack's house. 1 swear I did not 
ask yon to go and look lor a IvloOtc'imnn, 

Mr. Andrew Drummont] deposed to having 
been in company with the complainant when 
the prisoner and" his companion were met on 
Yates Street, and to having assisted com- 
plainant to hold Milliard until the arrival of 
the oliicer. 

Mr. William Woodhams swore to having 
picked up the watch with a portion of tho 
jrunul attached fiom the gutter in lio.it of 
the German Ccllee Saloon 011 Vales slrcct. 
It was in such a position as it might have 
fallen from the hand ol a person dropping it. 

The testimony of ihe oliicer as to the cir- 
ctimsianccs of arrest was inken, and then tho 
prisoner, alter receiving Ihe usual caution, 
acknowledged he was guilty, and asked ihe 
Magistrate to lte.it the matter in a summary 
way, pleading that it was his first ode nee. 

Mr. Pembcrton considered the charge to he 
one ol too serious 11 nature for him to deal 
with, and lolly committed Ihe prisoner for 
trial at the next Assizes.

TNING CREEK 1 
RICH HMtOSPECTS STRUCK I! 



We are favored with the following reliable 
and important items of intelligence from the 
mining regions of Cariboo. 

WILLUlta 0BSEX, 

The creek was altogether covered ovor 
with about three feel of snow and ice, and the 
day our informant left (25th December) it 
was snowing very heavily. About one sluice 
head of water was funning under the snow 
and ice, and it was with a good deal oT diffi- 
culty work could be carried on. The winter, 
however, up to the time mentioned had been 
the most favorable ever known in that part of 
the country. 

Between sixty und seventy persons were 
stopping at Richfield, and the greater num- 
ber were taking tilings very easy. 

Mrs. Morris bad issued invitations for a 
grand bull on Christmas night, but we did 
not hoar whore tho ladies would come from. 

Provisions were plenty at the following 
prices, viz -Flour, 00c per lb., bacon, SI 25 
do., beans, !)0o., butler, $3 2"> do., sugar, 
SI 50 per poune, beef, ,'15 lo s!() cents per lb. 
cheese, S3 25, Vegetables, none to be had at 
any price, candles, S2 25c per lb., tobacco, 
the last sold wus at S-l per lb., but il was all 
sold out. 

There were not any persons nt work 
above Ihe town of Richfield. Mr. Cameron 
was making preparations to start, on New 
Vein's Day, with the remains of his deceased 
wife. The trouble and expense attending 
such nu undertaking cue scarcely be over- 
estimated, and proves how deeply rooted 
must have been the attachment of Ihe I1113- 
buuii in this instance lor his wife. It will 
take a great number of men lo carry the 
corpse to the tup of the mountain, and it will 
be a matter ut extreme difficulty, when one 
considers the depth of the snow they will 
have lo puss through. The estimated expense 
of conveying the body to Victoria is not less 
than S 1,000. 

KEITIIt.EY'3 CSERK, 
There wcie fifteen men wintering here, but 
no mining going on. 

I.IOHTMNC CREEK. 
Just before our informant left a parly had 
struck a rich lead, with "big'' prospect, on 
tho right hank, beside Ned Campbell's claim, 
and Ihe highest expectations were formed of 
its future yield. Last season many of Ihe most 
experienced miners in the Cariboo disliiel 
frequently expressed tons the opinion that the 
Creek would yet create some excitement. 
Evory claim that has been fully prospected 
since, undoubtedly strengthens the favorable 
impression then formed of iis ulliinntely turn- 
ing out lo be one of the finest creeks in Cari - 
boo. Only six men are wintering at Van 
Winkle. 

ANTLER CREEK. 
Only two men were here, to look after the 
goods stored in the town. 

COTTONWOOD. 

A new bridge is in progress across Swift 
River, opposite Mud Morelnnd'f. He is do- 
ing the work, and bus six men engaged upon 
it. It will be finished by the lime the miners 
are going up, and will he the means ol facili 
tilting the traffic very much. At the mouth of 
the Quesnclle there wero live or six cases of 
small pox among the Indians. 

FORKS OF QOESNEU.J. 

Twenty-live men were passing the lime 
till the opening of the seusou Would allow 
them to return to the mines. 

I1EA VER I. A KB. 

Old Wright, the sbinglo maker, and a man 
named .). Duncan had died lately of small pox. 
Twenty-five persons were wintering here. 

WILLIAMS LAk'e. 

About thirty men were passing Ihe winter 
at this place at latest dales, and were all well. 
Very little snow was on the ground, and but 
a moderate quantity down the river trail. 

CANOE CREEK. 

A Scotchman died here lately of small pox; 
we could not learn his name. 

ALKALI LAKE. 

Two hundred head ol cattle were here do- 
ing well, with only about six inches of snow 
nn the ground. From Rig Bar to Leone's 
there was scarcely any snow, and the cattle 
seemed to be doing better than in any former 
winter which our informant remembered up 
there. 

FR01I LEONE'S TO THE POb'.NTAIN, 

The hotels were open, but scarcely anything 
coulJ be got to eat by the traveler. This is 
not encouraging news for those who were 
thinking ol going up that why soon. It is 
strange people pretending lo keep houses of 
public entertainment would not take care 10 
make provision for the wants of the poor tru- 
veler who comes that wav. 



Lorun/.o'a well-conducted hotel was ns well 
supplied us usual with everything to make 
tho exhausted traveler, alter his long and 
wearisome journey, comfortable and happy. 

I.lI.l.nOF.T. 

At the ranohcrie near this place sixteen 
Indians w ere ill with the small pox, and sev- 
eral had died. The Fia:;er River was frozen 
over nt Lillooet, and men and callle had 
walked across on the iee. 

Get Vaccinated.— Our advices from 
British Columbia are to the effect Ihot 
wherever the native population are found, 
thc-ro the small- pox is feudally prevalent, 
and already many whiteiucn have died of the 
disease. We would impress upon all who 
intend going to the mines, the necessity of 
getting vaccinated before leaving home and 
by adopting this precaution they may save 
themselves a great dual ol suffering after- 
wards, It would be terrible lo contemplate 
the result of the disease getting in amongst 
the miners when they are congregated to- 
gi ther on the creeks, without hospitals or any 
other means lor relieving their sufferings 
whilst laboring under the attack. We have 
heard that a number of men intend leaving 
this next week fur Cariboo. We would 
strongly urge them not lo attempt going un- 
til they have adoptol the suggestion we 
have thrown out — to get vaccinated. 

Suspicious Circumstanobs. — A young 
man mimed John Rurnett, who our readers 
may remember was shot about a year ago by 
Mr. -Joseph Ciiry, whose house he entered 
through a window in the middle ol the night, 
was placed in tho dock of Ihe Police Court 
yesterday morning charged with having un- 
lawfully concealed himself in Ihe house of 
Mr. P. Manetta on Wednesday night. Mr. 
Manclta says that after he had closed the 
house fur Ihe night, and while he was playing 
billiards with two friends, the accused en- 
tered Ihe saloon from the back door. Me 
thought it rather stunge that he should come 
in this way, ns the gate ol Ihe yard had hem 
secured, and there was accordingly a fence of 
live or six feet in bight to climb over. After 
watching the game a sho't time, the pris- 
oner went out of ihe .Saloon, and Mr. 
.Manetta, oil searching, discovered him se- 
creted ill an adjoining room. He then sent 
lor a policeman, and gave the prisoner into 
custody.

Tho town of Esquimalt, as Insignificant a 
it may appear to the stranger about to lam 
on its wharf, bus at this moment, to my know- 
ledge, a population of from one hundred am 
fitly to two hundred souls. Most of them on 
hardwpjkiug und persevering men, nnd som 
have large tamilies, for whom, in regard ol th 
giiind point of education, they can dd ver> 
little, inasmuch astheii time is occupied frori 
morning till night in providing the means 
their subsistence. 

From what I can learn, the number of ehil 
dren, of both sexos, is from twenty-five ti 
thirty; of course, all are not capuuleol beiiu 
sent to school to undergo instruction. 

A Free Sehuol here, Mr. Editor, will be p 
grand point to aim at. Esquimalt may some 
day bea largely populated town. Emigralioi 
may cuubo many to sel'le hero — all will land. 
While Ihe parents are striving to belter theii 
fortunes in the vicinity, their offspring can be 
taken cure of and receive instruction in the 
Fiee School. 

There are many matrons here who, froin 
their heart, wish a school was established. 
It would remove from their minds some n| 
the nutural anxiety which a mother feels, 
when her child is in the street, in danger ol 
being run over by sonic intoxicated teuinstei 
or reckless driver, or of meeting death bv 
fulling from some wharf. This pari of the 
community earnestly hope that something will 
be done to establish a Free School. 

Perhaps some of your many readers would 
think this is nn unfit time, when the commu- 
nity are busily engaged in giving their us 
sistitnee to tho poor distressed Lancashire 
operatives la notice who! is. doing towards 
education in Esquimalt. This is not die tirsi 
alarm — it has been considered for a long time, 
and each year may add toils necessity. We 
are all willing to help our poor countrymen 
who aie now destitute in our native Isle, and 
we are happy lo see public sympathy step- 
ping forth so manfully to rescue tlisin from 
starvation. 

In perusing your paper a few days since I 
Und that some money w as stated to have been 
laid by for educational purposes ; ns also we 
were informed by one of the members at the 
meeting on last Friday evening. I would, 
therefore, think Esquimalt, by applying in the 
proper quarter, would he allowed to share foi 
its own inhabitants, with which, and with 
what could he raised by public contributions, 
we could manage) In have among ns what we 
are deficient of in this part of the colony, 
viz.: a Free School. 

I hope and trust, Mr. EJitor, that through 
your valuable aid, the public may learn of the 
necessity of such an institution, Another 
meeting is at hand, we will then know the 
result of their labors ( I mean our worthy 
Commons) ami let us hope that all will ap- 
preciate unci aid to establish il.
